Police searching for 

armed robbery suspect

Antioch . police and Crime 
Stoppers are seeking information 
about an armed robbery that occurred 
in Antioch on Dec. 30 at 4:13 p.m. 

The offender displayed a 
handgun and demanded the victim's 
purse. He then entered the passenger 
side of a maroon-colored vehicle, 
possibly an older model Ford Taurus. 
The vehicle, driven by an unknown 
suspect, fled the area after the 
incident. The car had no rear regis- 
tration plate. - • 

"We really want to get this 
solved," said Antioch police Sgt. 
Craig Summerviile. "Our hope is 
that someone can come forward 
with good information to help us 



find the offender." 

The victim was unharmed, and a- 
portion of her property was recov- 
ered in the Gurnee area hours later. 
f "We need to keep the details 
generic so we'll know if those coming 
forward really have informadon for 
us," Summerviile explained. "Other- 
wise, we'll get calls with people 
parroting back to us what they have 
read in the paper." 

The offender was described as a 
white or Hispanic male between the 
ages of 18-25 years old, about 5 feet 8 
inches tall, weighing about 160 
pounds and with dark eyes. 

Information leading to an arrest 
could result in $1 ,000 reward.

Johnson explained that the group offers a 
combination of programs that teach about 
food, particularly calories and fat content, and 
exercise while offering support and incentives 
to help members stay focused.

State Rep. Tim Osmond (R-Antioch) joined 
10th District Congressman Mark Kirk (R-Wil- 
mette) and state Sen. Adeline Geo-Karis (R- 
Zion) in explaining the changes in the eligibil- 
ity level for the federally funded Low Income 
Home Energy Assistance Program (UHEAP). 

"With record cold temperatures and the 
cost of heating our homes too high, we must do 
all we can to help low-income and fixed-in- 
come families in our communities," said Kirk. 
"The federally-funded UHEAP program will 
provide some relief from high energy costs and 
help keep families warm through the winter 
months." 

UHEAP funds are distributed to states in 
uie form of block grants. In Illinois, UHEAP is 
operated by a network of local agencies that 
work with utilities, determine eligibility and 
provide benefits. 

"Through house bill 50, more people are 
eligible for this assistance," said Osmond. 

Legislation by the General Assembly has 
raised the eligibility level for participation in U- 
HEAP from 125 percent of the federal poverty 
level to 150 percent of the poverty level. Under 
the new guidelines, a one-person household 
can have a monthly income of no more than 
$1,044 compared to $870 under the previous 
guidelines. A family of four can have an income 
of no more than $2,130 compared to $1,776. 

Applicants will be notified within 30 days 



of eligibility and the amount of assistance they 
are qualified to receive. The benefits go direct- 
ly to the utility, or to the fuel dealer for house- 
holds that heat with fuel oil or propane. • 

. Applications are available at the UHEAP 
office within the Avon Township building at 
433 E Washington. The phone number is 740- 
21 15. The toll free number to the Energy Infor- 
mation Une of the Illinois Dept. of Commerce 
and Community Affairs is 800-252-8643. 

During a later interview, Osmond provid- 
ed information about efforts made by Nicor 
Gas to help all consumers. 

According to a written statement, Nicor in- 
tends to institute a permanent, 12-raonth bud- 
get to allow customers the immediate oppor- 
tunity to manage natural gas bills. Details of 
this plan will be filed with Illinois Commerce 
Commission (ICQ by no later than Feb. 1. 

Under this plan, customers will be able to 
defer me costs o f their high winter bills oyer the 
course of die year. It is an expansion of Nicor 's 
CPP (convenient payment plan). 

In addition to this new 12-month budget 
plan, Nicor has increased die eligibility level in 
its sharing program for those earning up to 200 
percent of the poverty level. This increase was 
formalized in die wake of the action by the Illi- 
nois General Assembly to raise the eligibility for 
the UHEAP program to 150 percent of die 
poverty level. A one-time grant of $325 will help 
those qualifying pay their gas bills.

In today's society, the problem has reared 
its ugly head all the way down to the depths of 
the youth ranks.

The open forum consist- 
ed of panelist ranging from Illinois High School 
Association officials to local educators and 
coaches, on all levels. 

"We're not going to cure this in one day," 
said Jeff Creek, Illinois High School Adminis- 
tration Specialist. "Hopefully there will be 
more of these seminars so we can continue 
curbing the problem." 

The problem being the relationship and 
dynamics mat most often occur between a 
coach and player. Or furthermore,. the rela- 
tionship between spectators (i.e. parents) to- 
wards officials and coaches if there is a bad call 
or their child is not getting enough playing 
time. v-'.v 

"It goes beyond the playing fields today," 
said Antioch High School Student Assistance 
Program Coordinator Tim Noonan. "It's be- 
come a problem mat needs to be addressed by 
the community." 

Education for all involved seemed to be 
the common solution. Perhaps, a little anger 
management for those irate spectators and 
coaches wouldn't hurt. Parents also need to 
step in and censor what their children are 
watching on television. 

If two technical fouls are called on a coach,

"What if the next game is 
for the conference title? It makes everyone 
mink about what position their actions will put 
them in.

"We're going to begin with baseball," said 
Lee Volpe, Superintendent of Recreation.

It primarily deals 
with a parents responsibility and overall 
sportsmanship." 

The indirect ramifications of inappropri- 
ate behavior, especially regarding officials and 



irate spectators, could have a drastic effect as 
well. 

Speaking of officials, there is a shortage of 
IHSA officials because of harassment . 

"Seventy-five percent of the IHSA offi- 
cials are 25 years-and-older," said Tom 
Kinkelaar, an IHSA official for 47 years. "The 
younger one's don't want to get involved. 
They're being driven away. And someday, if 
this problem of abuse continues to them, or- 
ganizations are going to have to cancel a lot 
of their contests. It's going to end up hurting 
the kids." 

Much more can be said and discussed on' „ 
these very topics. A third forum was highly en- 
couraged. Details have not been ironed out yet. 

"If we touched any of you in the audience, 
tonight's forum was a huge success because' 
how you have some ammunition for counter- 
ing the problem," said Mike Babicz, forum co- 
ordinator and IHSA official.

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vcr been in a bind where you couldn't afford that 
prescription or perhaps a visit to the cardiologist? 

Well, there's hope, and help, for that matter. 

Recognizing these problems for people who can't 
afford such medical and health benefits is exactly 
why the HealthReach Clinic in Waukegan was es- 
tablished in 1992i_ 

"There was a gap in medical services," said 

HealthReach Chief Operating Officer, Dr. Richard Keller, _^ 
"HealthReach started as a collaboration between Victory and 
St Therese Medical Center. They recognized the need for ad- 
ditional medical care. That got me involved." 

But Keller was already involved and is no stranger to the 
field. Before joining HealthReach in June 2000, Keller worked 
in the emergency room at St Therese. 

"There was a need for extra assistance for those individuals 
who were falling through the cracks," said Keller, a graduate 
from die medical school at die University of Nebraska. 

The formation of HealthReach would not be possible if not 
for the help of several area physicians, nurses, clerical person- 
nel volunteers and the community. 

Since 1992, HealthReach has cared for thousands of Lake 
County residents each year. To qualify for Heal thReachs' ser- 
vices, the primary requirement deals with the federal poverty 
line where patients falling below it qualify; 

For example, a typical family of four, with an annual in- 
come of $17,000 or below qualifies for services. For a single 
person, the federal poverty line is approximately $8,350, while 
for a single parent with one child, the line is $1 1,250. A single 
parent with two children qualifies if the annual income falls 

below $14,000. 

"It's a pretty,\vjde range," said Keller. "A lot of the clients 
we service actively work: But we do have many that are physi- . 
cally restricted. One of our homeless clients suffered from 
seizures and couldn't access his medicine. That's where we 
step in and assist 

"Anywhere from young single parents to senior 
citizens," Keller continued. "Some of the el- 
derly are physically unable to get through 
Medicare forms. TTiey men come to

HealthReach has a variety available. 

"Most of our physicians are volunteer," said Keller. "We've 
beefed up our pediatric services. Our spectrum is pretty di- 
verse but we're working on obtaining other services in the not 
to distant future." 

Services currently offered by HealthReach include medica- 
tions, preventive health care, women's health care services, ... 
on-site specialty health care (psychiatry, cardiology, orthope- 
dics) and patient education programs, to name a few. 

We're also working on getting a chiropractor," said Keller.

"Some of the doctors we use outside of die clinic only al- 
low us to send them a certain amount of patients per month," 
said RN and Clinic Coordinator Pat Goodman, who has been 
with HealthReach since opening nine years ago. 

We also 
provide patients with the necessary medicines. But it's nice 
though that we have options. It's all because of a network of 
people in the community."

"It varies," he continued. "Clients can stay with us as long 
as they need to but once they establish themselves and be- 
come stabilized, it's really rewarding to see 
them actually go out on their 



The success of HealthReach is only as good as its staff, which 
consists mostly of volunteers. The actual paid in-house staff 
amounts to only about 10 percent. 

"We have a lot of remarkable people working here for 
nothing or next to nothing in this type of work," added Good- 
man. "Most of our staff is bilingual. Everyone here is really 
open and friendly. It's not your typical 'clinic' atmosphere. It's 
like a regular doctor's office. We schedule appointments, fol- 
low-up visits and the patient get to see (most of the time) the - 
same doctor, just like you would a regular family physician. 
These people deserve the treatment anyone visiting a regular • 
doctor's office would. That's a credit to the staff." 

One of the many important pieces of Health Reach's oper- 
ation is Liza Johnson. Johnson, currendy a student at Barat 
College in Lake Forest, is a Development Associate for the clin- 
ic 

"I like Barat because of their sociology and community

Brashear, the first African-American Master Diver in the U.S. Navy, will appear on 
Sunday, Feb. 4, from 3-6 p.m., as part of the annual Profiles in Excellence: African- Amer- 
ican History in Lake County program. The program is sponsored by the Lake County 
Forest Preserves' Greenbelt Cultural Center and Naval Training Center Great Lakes. 

Brashear was born into a sharecropping family in Kentucky. In 1948, at age 17, he 
joined the Navy and completed his basic II 
training at the Naval Training Center, Great 
Lakes. That same year, President Truman 
desegregated the U.S. military. 

During this time, African-Americans in 
the Navy were routinely assigned to only 
menial tasks, but Brashear was determined 
to become a diver. With great courage and a 
strong will, he overcame resistance from his 
officers, the disadvantages of his eighth 
grade education and threats of violence 
achieve his goal. 

In 1966, Brashear lost half his leg while 
recovering a nuclear warhead from die 
Mediterranean Sea. Despite officers' insis- 
tence that he retire, Brashear persevered and 
earned his Master Diver certificate. This hon- 
orable achievement made Brashear the first 
African-American to become a Navy Master 
Diver, the highest rank a diver can attain. 

As keynote speaker, Brashear will share 
his inspirational story as part of a presenta- 
tion that also includes musical and dramatic 
performances by the Great Lakes Navy Band, 
the Christian Valley Children's Choir and lo- 
cal high school bands and choirs. To cele- 
brate Brashear's achievement, a special div- 
ing exhibit will also be on display.

Anti-Cruelty Society 

issues eold 
weather warnings 

As winter sweeps in, The Anti-Cruelty Society would 
like to remind people that cold weather presents spe- 
cial dangers to their pets. 
Most dogs and cats cannot endure the cold of win- 
ter for more than a few minutes, despite their fur coats. An ani- 
mal left outdoors can get frostbite or even freeze to death in a 
matter of minutes. Signs of frostbite include pale skin that is 
cool to the touch and has decreased sensation. If frostbite is 
suspected, the area should be gently thawed with warm (not 
hot) water. The animal should then be taken to a veterinarian. 

The Anti-Cruelty Society strongly recommends that cats remain inside away from the 
dangers of the street and the cold. During frigid temperatures, dogs should be brought out- 
side for shorter periods of time than usual. 

During dog walks, owners should watch for jagged ice patches and sidewalk salt. Both can 
be hazards to a dog's footpads. Paws should be thoroughly checked and any salt or ice should 
be wiped off with a damp towel immediately after coming in from a walk.

The purpose of the luncheon was to out- 
line several key proposals that the county board 
expects to act upon during the year 2001. Ac-, 
cording to those familiar with the area's judicial 
system, jail and courtroom overcrowding are 
serious concerns which will call for quick ac- 
tion. 



county government will get the green light to 
allocate $47.5 million for the construction of a 
fourth branch court , a new jail and other relat- 
ed spaces. 

There are three specific areas which offi- 
cials believe are responsible for an increased 
jail population and crowded court system: 
Tougher laws against drugs, driving under the 
influence and domestic violence.

Registration deadline nears 



Lake County Clerk Willard Helandcr an- 
nounced today that January 29, 2001 is the last 
day for Lake County residents to register to 
vote before the February 27, 2001 Consolidat- 
ed Primary Election. Registration will only 
close for those residents eligible to vote in the 
Primary. Residents able to vote in the Consoli- 
dated Primary include registered voters resid- 
ing in the City of North Chicago, City of 
Waukegan, Waukegan Community Unit 
School District #60, Libertyville Community 
High School District #128 and Warren Town- 
ship High School District #121. 

County residents may register or update 
their current registration at the County Clerk's 
office, ION. County St., Room 101, Waukegan, 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday and from 8:30 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. on 
Friday. There are also other locations through- 
out Lake County where residents may register 



to vote including many libraries, schools, 
township and municipal offices.' ! 

"An individual must be 18 years old on or 
before the election in order to register. A voter 
who has changed his or her name prior to 28 
days before the election must re-register. A vot- 
er who has moved within a precinct more than 
28 days before the election or out of a precinct 
more than 30 days before the election must up- 
date his or her registration in order to vote," ex- 
• plained Helandcr, 

Voter registration will re-open on February 
29, 2001, two days after the Consolidated Pri- 
mary in accordance with election law. Regis- 
tration will close again on March 6th county- 
wide for the April 3, 2001 Consolidated Elec- 
tion. For more information about how or 
where to register to vote, please call the Coun- 
ty Clerk's office, Voter Registration Depart- 
ment, at (847) 625-7401. 
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Lake County Clerk Willard Helandcr an- 
nounced today that Applications for Absentee 
Ballot for the February 27, 2001 Consolidated 
Primary Election arc now available at the 
County Clerk's office as well as at participating 
municipal and township offices in Lake Coun- 
ty. Voters living in the City of North Chicago, 
the City of Waukegan, Waukegan Community 
Unity School District #60, Libertyville Com- 
munity High School District #128 and Warren 
Township High School District #121 are eligi- 
ble to vote in this election. 

"In Illinois, absentee voting is restricted 
and under penalties provided by law, the voter 
must certify that he or she cannot be at the 
polling place on Election Day because of one of 
the reasons listed on the application," He- 
lander said. 

Voters may vote in person at the County 
Cleric's office beginning January 18th through 
February 26th during the hours of 8:30 a.m. to 
5:00 p.m. Monday through Thursday and 8:30 
a.m. to 7:30 p.m. on Fridays.

Clerk's office is located on the first floor of the 
County Building at 18 North County Street, 
Waukegan.

A registered voter may also vote an absen- 
tee ballot by mail. A voter can request an Ap- 
plication for Absentee Ballot on the County 
Clerk's website at www.co.lake.il.us/cntyclk or 
by calling the Clerk's office at 360-5912. "The 
request for Application for Ballot was just in- 
troduced at the General Election last Novem- 
ber as a new feature on our website. Tills re- 
quest option has become extremely popular 
and has helped tremendously in streamlining 
our request process," stated Helandcr. 

Once the signed Application for Ballot 
is returned, the Clerk's office will mail a 
ballot within 48 hours beginning January 
18, 2001.

So how would officials fund these propos- 
als to ease overcrowding? By continuing a tax 
levy for the debt service portion of the county's 
Public Building Commission lease. County of- 
ficials said they would like to continue to levy 
this tax upon the retirement of outstanding 
bonds to provide a continuous cash flow for 
capital improvement projects, such as a new 
jail. 

There are other issues that have caught the 
attention of the county's judicial system as well. 
The number of cases being tried with people

.attorney do so has increased. Therefore, offi- 
cials will likely propose an increase in cost of 
law library usage. By increasing fees associated 
with the use of the library, residents can expect

Another issue plaguing the court system is 
the lack of court interpreters. With a diverse 
population comes the need for those who 
speak different languages. Currently, the law 
mandates that any person who is a defendant 
in a court of law has the right to have a court 
interpreter translate for them if they do not 
speak english. However, with so many lan- 
guages, these skilled individuals can be hard to 
come by. 

"Those sources are scarce and they're ex- 
pensive," commented Waller. 

She noted that at times, court interpreters 
can will only work if they are guaranteed a two 
hour minimum, and even then, they can be 
very expensive. 

"It's an issue and we need to solve it," 
Waller said. s

port for one of three potential funding sources 
to reduce congestion. One option they will ex- 
plore is a 4, 6 or 8-cent increase in the gas tax. 
During the survey, 43 percent said they would 
support such a measure. 

Another option would be to increase the 
county's sales tax by 1/4- 1/2 percent. About 50 
percent of those polled were in favor of the 
idea. 

Support for a $37- $73 per year proper- 
ty tax increase was significantly less. Only 
26.7 percent of residents questioned 
showed any support for this type of pro- 
posal. ' 

Although less than a majority of resi- 



dents polled showed positive support for 
any of the three possible sources of fund- 
ing, 72.8 percent favored increasing spend- 
ing in some way to reduce traffic conges- 
tion on county roads. 

The county board, because of the survey's 
findings, is recommending amending state 
statutes governing sales tax for public safety 
purposes, in order to pursue a referendum that 
will ask residents to support a 1/.4 percent in- 
crease in sales tax. 

It was also noted that those respondents 
living west of Interstate 94 are less satisfied with 
traffic conditions compared to those living east 
of the toll way.

Moore said the remap process involving 
members from both parties is designed to be 
fair and equitable.

Reapportionment always is a highly par- 
tisan proposition.

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How clean and healthy are our children's schools? 



As we send our children to school 
everyday, it's important to know how 
clean and healthy their schools are. Be- 
cause students spend approximately 
14,000 hours inside buildings over the 
course of their school years, one area of 
growing concern is air quality in schools - 
particularly for children suffering from al- 
lergies or asthma. 

Asthma affects close to five million 
children and leads to 10 million missed 
school days every year, according to the 
American Lung Association. That makes 
asthma the number one cause of school 
absenteeism due to chronic illness. 

The lack of good quality of indoor air 
may adversely impact these children - and 
the adults who teach them. "We know that 
fresh air, proper circulation and managing 
humidity are important in our homes," 
said Dr. Mary Lasley, Pediatric Allergist. 
"Why shouldn't this be true in a school?" 

Part of the air quality problem can be 
traced to energy conservation. Since the . 
energy crisis in the 1970s, buildings have 
been tightened up to conserve energy, 
leading to fresh air circulation probfems. 
And school systems tend to close down 
heat and air systems at night to further 
conserve energy. This can easily expand 
problems of poor air circulation and cre- 
ate excess relative humidity in the school, 
contributing to mold and dust mite 

growth. 

Fortunately, schools can take actions 

to reduce air quality problems - some- 
thing as simple as constantly running the 
HVAC system and proper maintenance 
can work wonders in a school's environ- 
ment. "Removing dust and soil often from 
all surfaces is a key element in maintain- 
ing good indoor air quality, along with 
proper ventilation and humidity control," 



said Dr. Mary Lasley, a pediatric allergist. 
"Parents should work with administrators 
to ensure the school has an environment 
that enhances learning while keeping our 
children comfortable." 
Assuring a Clean School 

Many factors may impact the air quali- 
ty of the school environment, such as air 
drawn from outside sources, radon, HVAC 
systems, building materials, activities 
within the building, people, printers and 
copiers, wet and dry markers, and furnish- 
ings. Thus, the cleanliness of all Surfaces 
within the school - the floor covering, ceil- 
ing tile, walls, windows, furnishings, and 
counter tops • play an equal role in con- 
tributing to a school's air quality. Regular 
cleaning of these surfaces can help de- 
crease ai; quality problems. 

Floor and carpet maintenance, for ex- 
ample, can reduce soil, dust and other al- 
lergens. Carpet is often used in schools to 
provide comfort for sitting and walking 
and a quieter and safer learning environ- 
ment. "Carpet is simply easier and less ex- 
pensive to care for than hard surface floor- 
ing," said Ken Mcintosh, Technical Direc- 
tor of The Carpet and Rug Institute. "All it 
takes is regular vacuuming, attention to 
spots, and extraction cleaning twice a 
year. Properly maintained carpet can help 
improve air quality in schools because 
dust that settles on carpet is not easily re : 
suspended and is kept out of the breathing 
zone." 

. With hard-surface flooring, dust settles 
to the floor, and as students move through 
hallways and classrooms, they stir up 
these particles into the air they breathe. 
Dry mopping hard floors re-suspends 
dust; wet-mopping is often only a dirty 
mop redistributing the dirt. Burnishing 
and polishing these floors is a time-con- 
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suming maintenance issue. 

Carpet requires only two basic mainte- 
nance operations: regular vacuuming and 
periodic extraction cleaning. Vacuuming 
heavy traffic areas, such as corridors and 
aisles between desks, on a daily basis re- 
moves a majority of the dirt. This daily 
vacuuming takes less time and cleaning 
substances than the sweeping, mopplngr 
bufflng, stripping and rewaxing that a 
hard-surface floor requires. 

Routine vacuuming prevents soil 
from accumulating and helps to preserve 
the carpet's original beauty. Vacuum • 
cleaners should have high airflow (suc- 
tion) and high-efficiency filtration. Using 
a vacuum cleaner bearing the CRI Indoor 
Air Quality Testing Program label will as- 
sure that it will remove soil, contain the 
dust, and not damage the carpet. 

In addition, extraction cleaning of the 
whole facility should be performed just 
prior to the school year start and during 
the school's winter holiday. This "deep" 
cleaning helps remove accumulated soil 
overlooked during daily vacuuming activi- 
ties. All moisture and cleaning agents 
should be removed from the carpet and it 
should be quickly dried. Ventilate during 
the cleaning process, and be sure the 
building's heat and air system runs for 
several hours afterwards. 

Cleanliness is one of the factors that 
go into air quality, but one of the easiest to 
manage is cleaning carpet. Carpet offers 
schools warmth, safety from slips and 
falls, sound absorption, and insulation. 
But, properly maintained carpet's most 
important benefit may be its positive im- 
pact on air quality.

becomes acceptable? I have heard many 
public figures talk about not punishing bad 
behavior because of all kinds of reasons. * 
Each and every time mat happens, the per- 
son who perpetrated the crime is not pun- 
ished and gets away with it while all other 
people with similar thoughts and actions 
take notes. Unpunished bad behavior 
breeds more unpunished bad behavior. If 
one gets away with it, more will try until you 
have complete chaos. The problem I have 
with all of this is the forgotten one: the vic- 
tim. The one who has the crime perpetrated 
against him or her. Each time that person 
has lost something. The perpetrator hasn't. 

On a smaller scale, the same thing is oc- 
curring in your son's classroom. Very bad 
behavior is being given a forum and an ex- 
cuse so that It will happen again. In your 
son's classroom, both boys were at fault for 
doing something wrong. My next move 
would have been to punish both In some 
meaningful way. Both boys were victims of 
the other one's irresponsibility. In the very 
old days, the punishment might have been 
scrubbing chalkboards after school. As I 
write that, I can almost hear the cringing of 
what I call "the overly compassionate anti- 
punishment group." Both boys participated 
in bad behavior and both should have paid 
for mat in some way. They would have 
learned something from it. Instead, both got 
away with behavior that is very destructive 
and they bom learned mat reasons can get 
you out of being responsible for what you 
do. 

I have seen kids be told mat bad behav- 
ior was accepted because the child was hav- 
ing a bad day or ate the wrong food or 
scored badly on a test. These are not appro- 
priate reasons to act out And, it's not appro 
priate for an adult to give a child those rea- 
sons. Aren't we supposed top be teaching 



our children to control themselves in spite of 
what has happened in their day. Doesn't it 
teach kids to be self-centered and ego-cen- 
tric if we allow their "bad day" to end in mis- 
behavior or acting out? 

If you want to have a talk with the teacher 
about your thoughts, o.lc, but I can almost 
guarantee that you will never change this 
teachers mind about mis topje. I have not 
seen it happen to often. Usually, lack of dis- 
cipline in the classroom is what leads to 
these things in the first place. What might be 
more successful is letting your son know that 
the next time you hear about this kind of be- 
havior in school, you will have some extra 
hard work for him to do at home when he 
gets home. From the tone of your call, I'm 
certain that you shared your thoughts with 
him already. 

Right and wrong are absolutes. We need 
to teach our children this so that the next 
generations might be able to get back to a 
more peaceful and less threatening society. 
Maybe one day this society of ours will get 
back to that thought and start becoming 
more civil again.

common questions about Medicare coverage 



When it comes to Medicare, Illinois se- 
niors and their caregivers have questions. In 
fact, the Illinois Department of Insurance's 
Senior Health Insurance Program (SHIP) han- 
dled approximately 36,000 calls last year and 
coordinated more than 19,000 counseling 
sessions throughout the state. 

The program, which provides free and 
confidential counseling for Medicare benefi- 
ciaries and their caregivers, recently an- 
nounced the five most frequently asked ques- 
tions by Illinois seniors concerning Medicare 

coverage. 

"Due to the complexity of Medicare, we 
literally receive hundreds of different ques- 
tions each year," said Nathaniel S. Shapo, di- 
rector of the Illinois Department ofjnsurance. 
"However, there are a handful of questions* • 
that come up time and time again during our 
phone conversations and one-on-one coun- 
seling. By compiling and publishing our top 
five list, we hope we can quickly and easily 
answer those common questions that most 
Medicare beneficiaries are faced with." 

The following list takes a look at the five 
most frequently asked questions as compiled 
by the Illinois Department of Illinois and 

SHIP: 

•Will Medicare pay for my prescription 

drugs? 

No. Basic Medicare does not cover pre- 
scription drugs. However, there are Medicare 
supplements and HMOs that provide pre- 
scription drug coverage. To find out more 
about prescription drug coverage, call SHIP at 
1-800-548-9034. 

•Does Medicare cover an annual breast 



examination? What about a pap smear? 

Yes. Medicare covers one mammogram 
every 12 months for women age 40 and older. 
Medicare also pays for one pap smear every 
three years. However, if you are at high risk for 
cervical or vaginal cancer or are of childbear- 
ing age and have had an abnormal pap smear 
in the precedingthree years, you are eligible 
for a screening once every 12 months. 

•Does Medicare pay for prostate cancer 

screening? 

Yes. Medicare pays for a Digital Rectal 

Exam (DRE) and Prostate Specific Antegen 

(PSA) for all men age 50 and older. Men are 

entitled to a screening once every year. 

•When I turn 65, 1 will begin receiving 
Medicare Part /\ and Part B benefits. Will I 
have any problems obtaining a Medicare Sup- 
plement insurance policy? 

No. Under Medicare Supplement laws, if . 
you are 65 years of older and are going onto 
Medicare Part B for the first time, you have six 
months from the date your coverage starts to 
shop for a Medicare Supplement policy. You 
cannot be refused coverage due to your age or 
any medical condition you may have. The 
company may impose a waiting period for 
coverage or pre-existing conditions for up to 
six months, but it cannot refuse to sell you a 

policy. 

•How do I know if there is a Medicare 

HMO available in my county? 

The Illinois Department of Insurances 
Senior Health insurance Program can quick- 
ly identify if there is a Medicare HMO avail- 
able in your area. Call 1-800-548-9034 to 
find out.

Parts 
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Know what you can do for your future 

employer. By Scott T. Flclschmann 

In the last fifteen years I have probably Interviewed over a thousand 
people. In add! Hon, I've discussed Job opportunities with thousands 
more. In that experience there Is one recurring Issue that I sec with 
most candidates. Most job seekers do not know their own skills well 
enough to explain the benefits of those skills to a future employer. 

As you have read In this column before, the purpose of a Job search 
Is to sell yourself to the future employer. The best way to do that Is to 
analyze your skills and show that tutu re em plover how that set of skills 
could help them. Here is a process you may want to consider. 

• Know all of your skills. If you feel like you may have overlooked 
some skills ask family members, friends, your pastor, former co- 
workers and former managers what they sec as your strongest skills. 
Ask about skills thai are specifically related to the Job as well as soft 
skills. Soft skills arc those that are not qualiflcaUons for the job but 
may enhance your ability to do the Job. For example, great interper- 
sonal skills are not necessary for an accountant, but those skills help 
to work on a team of accountants, and to work with those In other 

departments. 

• The second step Is to put all of the skills together and analyze how 
those skills may help your future employer. I encourage Job seekers 
to focus on the soft skills because those arc the skills that most often 

make the difference. 

I actually met an underwriter who believes that he was hired because 

he was a Rood inflclder In Softball. He said that there were three can- 
didates who had similar experience who were the finalists for a Job 
with a small Insurance company. The hiring manager was the pitcher 
on the company Softball team and he was aware the second baseman 
had left the company, Whether that was really ihe reason for the hire 
or not, this illustration points out that non-Job related skills can make 
Ihe difference. Unfortunately, some hiring decisions are not made 
based on Job related skills. Therefore, be sure to evaluate every skill to 
sec If It may help a future employer. 

• The final step Is to determine creative ways to mention each skill In 
the cover letter, on the resume, or during the Interview, In addition, 
you will want to present the skill In a context dial will show the future 
employer how that skill will help you do a better Job than other can- 
didates. Here are some examples of some phrases you could use: 

- 'My Interpersonal skills have helped me to be a team player and to 
work well wlih other departments" 

- Under Interests on the resume, you could mention thai you played 
Softball for the company team for the last three years. 

• One cauUon, don't try to list skills that arc not your strengths. 

Dishonesty In skills Is always Identified eventually. Not only Is It 

embarrassing when it b discovered, It may be grounds for dismissal. 

Identifying your skills is fun. Determining how they arc of value to 

your employer is satisfying and It may be the key to getting a better Job.

Q: I understand thai perhaps you may be able to guide me with a 
question t have regarding my resume. I have recently moved lo 
Illinois from Missouri, and I am In the process of looking for a fob 
and sending out resumes. Where t am from, I spent the past 3 years 
working short term Jobs for an employment service. It was steady 
work and the jobs I had ranged from 2 day assignments to 3 month 
assignments. 1 learned so much and gained new skills along the 
way. I was always available for work although some weeks went 
wlihout any assignments. Over the three year period, I kepi busy 
approximately 80* of the time, being dispatched for assignments 
ranging from reception to sccrciarta! duties. My computer skills 1 
believe arc of good quality, with an emphasis on Windows, 
Microsoft Sc Excel. 1 have been on 8 Interviews since moving here 
and so far no luck obtaining employment. I have enclosed a copy 
of my resume for your viewing. Please tell me If there is anything 
that you could suggest may change, to better my.clianccs. I have 
included my telephone number (withheld). I hope to hear from 
you soon. D. T. - Mundelein. 

A: Thank you for your letter and for enclosing a copy of your 
resume. I see that you have actually onry had two employers over 
the past 7 years. Your first position listed shows you held the job 
for 4 years. After that, I notice you list the names of 9 different 
employers showing dates of employment- at each one, and the 
duties that you were responsible for. Since these 9 employers add 
up to the approximate equivalence of the past 3 years, I am assum- 
ing that these were the companies that you were sent out to on 
assignment by your employment service. There Is a strong possi- 
bility that the persons reviewing your resume arc assuming some- 
thing entirely different. Perhaps they arc reading a resume that 
shows them a person with no stability who has been hopping from 
|ob to Job, when that is not actually the case at all. The fact is, the 
names of the employers should not appear on your resume, as they 
were, not actually your employer. Your employer for the past 3 
years, would be that of the employment service that sent you out 
on these assignments. If you revise your resume to reflect Hut, you 
should see result s. In o ther words, the pa st 9 em ployers thayou 
show, should be corrtnlnctf In to onc^mploycr, showing a Kflld 
start date and end date. Your resume now shows 2 employers over 
7 years. Be sure to list duties under the employment service as tem- 
porary assignment* long and short term with duties Including . . . 
Be sure when Interviewing to allow the Interviewer to know that 
working as a Temporary was by choice as It allowed you the flexi- 
bility to learn about different corporations and to develop skills 
along the way. Always when being asked for a reference, give the 
name of the person that you worked for at the service you were 
with. Of course call the person before hand to be sure that It Is ok 
to use them as a reference. Let them know that you have listed 
them as" an employer of 3 years whereby you were on call for var- 
ious assignments both long and short term. If you left In good 
standing with them there should be no reason for them to give you 
anything but a favorable reference. Good luck to you.

ENA has a one-year-old Injury Prevention institute, where volun- 
teers work to make a difference for consumers in issues related to 
guns, alcohol, bike safety and child passenger safety. Jagim says, "The 
objective is never to have them be a trauma patient" This is a good 
idea, considering the big picture in emergency nursing. 

Today's ED is subject to all of what is happening In healthcare 
and society in general. 

Patient acuity is rising; length of stay is declining. Cuts in the 
number of inpatient beds to balance budges now cause backups in 
the ED. With more people being covered by HMOs, researchers pre- 
dicted ED visits would drop, but they haven't. Jagim says, The num- 
ber one concern is, what would happen to the patients? They are 
caught in the middle." 

Today's ED is subject to all of what is happening in healthcare 
and society in general. 

Jagim says the most pressing problem for emergency nurses is 
staffing, and this specialty is expected to be one of the hardest hit by 
the nursing shortage. She says patients who should be in the ED two 
hours are now spending days mere. Patients can't be transferred out, 
and despite attempts to divert ambulances, they keep coming in. "The 
ED has no control valves..and although emergency nurses are flexible m 
and efficient, in most cases they are in need of additional staffing and 
space to care for patients*" 

ENA tries. In addition to its educational programs aimed at keep- 
ing patients out of the ED, it addresses occupational safety, including 
workplace violence. Another area of concern to the association is 
medical errors, to which the shortage, staffing and systems problems 
contribute. Also, ENA's Emergency Nurses Foundation raises money 
to fund research and scholarships for continuing education. 

"A big part of ENA is helping to develop education resources to 
provide members with the knowledge and skills they need in their 
roles," says Jagim. ENA developed a trauma nurse core course, an

The association is also trying to support its advanced 
practice nurses (APNsf. APNs in some rural areas cover EDs in place 
of physicians. Because most were educated as family nurse practition- 
ers, not emergency nurse practi doners, ENA assists with their educa- 
tional needs. At its annual meeting, ENA offers advance practice tracts 
in such areas as incubation, splinting and incisions and drainage. 

ENA works hard to meet the challenges. Jagim sums it all up by 
saying, "If I think of where we would be in 2000-2001 without the 
ENA, emergency nursing as a profession would not have evolved as 
far as it has."— Suzanne Hauser Holland, RN, MSN, is a Nursing Spec- 
tmm contributing writer.
